Is no conflict between labor and capital, 
but, in the broadest sense, their true 
and best Interests are identical. 
But 
provision should bo made for those whose 
necessities may subject them to impos­ 
ition and hardship w ithout injustice or 
wrong to the employer. 
Reform* in Judicial Practice and 
Procedure, 
The practice in the courts of this State 
is Obsolete, incongruous, expensive and 
out of date. 
If elected Governor, I will 
use my best endeavors to secure such 
changes and rqod I float Ions as will Insure 
justice, promote dispatch of business and 
save untold expense. 
I can not in this 
statem ent outline such changes and re ­ 
form s In detail as I favor, but I will u n ­ 
dertake to do so in some detail at an 
other time. 
I believe th a t I can render 
some aid in this work by co-operating 
In a spirit of m utual helpfulness with 
the Legislature. 
Such a work well done 
will better insure justice, the dispatch 
of business of the courts,, the enforce­ 
m ent of the law at such a saving, both 
in time and expense, as will confer Im­ 
m easurable benefits upon our people. And 
in this connection, I tru st that I may 
be paitioned if I venture the opinion 
that my acquaintance with the bar of 
this State, my long experience and prac­ 
tice as a lawyer, as well as my service 
on both the courts of last resort in this 
state, having jurisdiction of both civil 
and crim inal cases, 
should enable me 
to co-operate w ith any Legislature which 
is in earnest to render public service, 
in such m anner as to be of benefit to 
my country, and in so doing I shall have 
in special memory, not so much the law ­ 
yer and the'" judge, but the too often 
forgotten man, the litigant and the pub­ 
lic, wh Ic Ti has suffered long.

on the taxpayers, as I believe it to be. 
secure some further extension of the 
age limit in our public schools. 
Encouragem ent of Agriculture. 
Agriculture is not onlv our chiefest 
Industry, but its success lies a t the very 
foundation of our financial, m oral and 
political 
well being. 
Stock-raising 
Is 
closely allied to it. 
If, therefore, we are 
to realize the grow th in m aterial pros­ 
perity necessary to the greatest univer­ 
sal welfare of our people, It is essential 
th at the commercial, industrial and fin­ 
ancial interests of the State, aided as 
far as may Ii© w ithin its power by the 
State itself, give earnest and liberal sup­ 
port and encouragem ent to agriculture 
and those whose labor and lives are to r 
m ake it thrive and prosper. 
Texas farm ers now produce more than 
$600,000,000 annually, and it is both re a s­ 
onably possible and practicable, by mod­ 
ern methods and business principles, to 
substantially doube these results within 
the next decade. 
In such an enormous 
Increase of wealth production, our en­ 
tire citizenship would participate. 
To 
this end. I favor doing all th at the State 
m ay and can do to improve farm m eth­ 
ods, and to nurture and secure better 
m eans of production through liberal tre a t­ 
ment, not only of our Agricultural and 
Mechanical College, hut in and through 
the public schools, the Agricultural D e­ 
partm ent. and more widely distributed 
and 
better equipped 
experim ental and 
dem onstration stations, under the control 
of practical farm ers, by better and more 
economical wagon transportation, result­ 
ing in public highway improvements, and 
by due conservation of all our natural 
resources. 
W ith 
this effort it should 
be the duty of the State to lend every 
encouragem ent, 
perm itted by law and 
consistent with the best and real inter­ 
ests of our people, to the building of 
factories and sim ilar enterprises, w here­

I have not seen hr the proposal to

In their operation anyw here or to any 
extent. 
In principle, and to some extent 
in practice, the initiative and referendum 
liave Tong been in use in this State.
